Washington Motor Code 


LYMPIA, Wash. June 13.— 
Washington’s new state auto- 
motive code regarding all phases 
of motor vehicle operation went 
into effect June 9, and contains 
provisions relating to maximum 
speed; equipment, which must be 
officially aproved by a special com- 
mission; right-of-way; arterial 
highways and truck control. 

The maximum speed limit is now 
forty miles an hour on the open 
road, fifteen miles an hour at grade 
crossings and when passing schools 
and twenty-five miles an hour with- 
in incorporated cities. 

Truck regulations define gross 
tonnage, maximum weight on axles, 
anti-skid chains, wheelbase limits, 
tires and speed in relation to loads | 
carried. 

Speed traps are prohibited, and | 


evidence obtained through 
is made illegal. Stickers, 
posters and cards, 
required by law, are  phoribited 
from windshields, side wings and 
side or rear windows. 

Windshield swipes and horns on 
all vehicles are made mandatory. 

The Automotive Equipment Board, 
which consists of the state license 
director, Charles Maybury, the state 
highway engineer, Samual] J. Humes, 
and the director of traffic, William 
Cole, is required to approve all 
equipment, and may, at its discre-

“The repair room, where the me 
chanics are making adjustment of 
carburetor or testing engines. should 
by all means be amply ventilated at 
all times. In fact, special atten- 
tion should be given to this room, 
to provide sufficient ventilation in 
order to protect the workmen prop- 
erly. It is a good plan to have 
flexible metal hess connections, with. 
a series of adapters, so that the 
exhausts of the cars being tested 
may be connected to duct outlets 
where there is sufficient mechanical 
draft to expel the gases. 

Physicians of the public health 
service have urged that the air in 
all garages be completely changed 
at least five times every hour. To 
this end, the use of small exhaust 
fans in private garages is being’ 
widely adopted. 

The danger of poisoning by paint in 
paint shops has been greatly reduced 
by provisions for correct systems of 
air conditioning, while the automo- 
tive industry itself has learned to 
use mechanirally controlled air in 
practically every phase of manu- 
facture for both protecfing the 
health of workmen and specding up 
production.
